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1 . Claims 4-1 6 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from another multiple dependent 
claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated 
on the merits. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 2,894,845 to Stoddard. Stoddard discloses the claimed invention of a 
refrigerator with a drawer 62 with a vacuum pump 43 and locking means 77-81, 93 to 
connect an/or disconnect the drawer from the box. The locking means includes a handle 
93 pivoted by pins 97. 

4. The information disclosure statement filed September 1 1 , 2006 fails to comply 
with 37 CFR 1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent 
document; each non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be 
listed; and all other information or that portion which caused it to be listed. It has been 
placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has not been 
considered. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
